The following is a brief outline of the plot :—Henri de Belmont, 
a young French surgeon, during his stay at Genoa, has a myster- 
ious assignation given him, which he is prevented going to, and 
Pierre Dubois, asusceptible lace merchant, assumes his name, and 
becomes his substitute, when, toPierre’s consternation, instead of a 
love adventure, it turns out that it is as a medical man he has been 
sent for, to bleed a young lady, whose health has suffered from 
anxiety of mind, Pierre is in consequence thrown into the 
greatest perplexity, and is On the point of paying for his frolic 
with his life, when Henri appears, who is the lover of the fair 
invalid, and, comme 4G l’ordinaire, the lovers are made happy, 
and Pierre released from his fears, declares he hopes to have 
another assignation. The Piece was well acted throughout,butHar- 
ley was irresistibly droll asPterre, and elicited shouts of laughter 
and applause. At the end of the Burletta “ God save the Queen,” 
was sung in capital style; we never heard Braham in finer voice, 
and he gave the second verse with such power and sweetness 
that the house absolutely rung with applause, and he was com- 
pelled to repeat it at the unanimous call of the audience. The 
second piece, was The Young Widow, the heroine of which 
was personated by Mrs. Stirling, (her first appearance at this 
Theatre) with great talent. Mr. Wright, from Birmingham, made a 
most triumphant début as Splash ; he seems an excellent co- 
median ,and his grotesque dancing is equal to John Reeve’s. Je 
She His Wife? &‘ Methinks I SeeMy Father,” were the other en- 
tertainments, the latter is an adaptation of a laughableFarce, called 
“‘Who’s My Father?’ played at Covent Garden. Mr. Wright 
played Liston’s part, and increased the favorable impression he had 
made on the audience.—The house,which is most beautiful, needed 
no improvement, but it kas been cleaned and looks as bright and 


fresh as it did the first season.
